H E Marquis del Vafto, Don Ma-, 
litia Caraffa, and Don Cecca Gri- 
maldi, who have been abfent 
for fome time out of this King- 
dom to avoid being profecuted for 
their Adhering to the Intereft of the Houfe 
of Aufttia are declared Rebels and guilty of 
High Treafon, ‘The Viceroy has imprifon’d 
feveral Citizens, for having affirm’d openly 
that the Account which was publifh’d here 
of the Battel at Luzara was utterly falfe, 
and that ic was the Imperialifts who gain’d 
the Vidory. But his Excellency has abated 
of his Rigour towards thofe that are accus’d 
of being concern’d in the laft Confpiracy, 
upon the Inhabitants of Naples threatening 
to make a general Infurredtion if there was 
not a ftop put to thofe violent Proceedings. 
‘Tis reported that there is fome Difcontent 
between the K. of Spain and our Viceroy, 
the firft charging him with not having profe- 
cuted the Enemys of the. prefent Govern- 
ment with due feverity, andthe other ex- 
cufing himfelf by alledging that the Male- 
contents ought to be‘treated with gentlenefs, 
and that imprifonments and executions was 
not the way to bring them over to Obedience. 
Whereupon ’tis difcours’d that the Vicero 
will be fent back to his Government of Sici- 
ly, and that the Viceroyalty of Napies will 
be conferr’d on the Duke D'Uzeda Ambaffa- 
dor of Spain at the Court of Rome. .

Poft of Honour between the French and 
Spanifh Troops that are garrifon’d in the 
City of Mantua, infomuch that it was found 
neceflary to feparate them; and to make 
them mount the Guarda part. 

Falmouth,Sept. 17. A Zealand Caper call'd 
the Seven Provinces, has brought in a French 
Ship of 8 Guns 44 Men and 250 Tuns, ta- 
ken upon the Coatt of Galicia on the roth, 
which fays that fhe came from the Hzvana 
in Gompany of 15 Galleons 25 Men of War 
and 4 Firelhips, but was feparated from 
them in bad weather in the Latitude of 42, 
and that they are certainly bound direaly 
for Cadiz.
